iCorrespondence of the Record-Ukios.I 
H o s o lu lt, H. I., May 8, 1882. 
The Hawaiian Legislative Assembly 
was opened on the 29 th ultimo amid all 
the pomp and vanities of royalty. Kala- 
kaua and his QaeeD, Princess Regent, and 
Likelike flashed from an ante.room upon 
the assembled throng like meteors, so daz­ 
zling were their yellow decorations, his 
Majesty's being solid gold, and his Queen’s 
the gaudy sunflower. The Hawaiian Mars, 
called Dominis, fairly staggered under in­ 
signia and royal-order medals of the pre­ 
cious metal bestowed upon him by a grate­ 
ful country for innumerable deeds of untold 
valor. He married the King's sister in 
days when the youthful I >avid was yet an 
artist toneorial. Little legislaton has been 
accomplished as yet. An amendment to 
the Constitution has been adopted doubling 
the compensation of representatives, but 
another to prevent the election of 
IDIOTS OP. FOOLS, 
And increasing their property qualifica­ 
tions from SJ00 to 82,000, was indefinitely 
postponed. Petitions for -31,000.000 aud 
310,000,000 loans to the Government have 
been entered. The Assembly is composed 
of four Cabinet Ministers, twenty nobles 
and thirty representatives. One of the 
Ministers, H. A. P. Carter, is in Portugal 
on a diplomatic mission pertaining to im­ 
migration thence. Three of the repre­ 
sentatives, eleven nobles and all the Cabi­ 
net are foreigners. Prom the first day a 
strong antagonism against the Cabinet dis­ 
closed itself. An entire change was made 
in Assembly officers, and every opportunity 
was taken to strike at the Ministers, es­ 
pecially Mr. Armstrong, Attorney-General 
and Minister of Interior, against whom 
and Mr. Carter, who held both offices dur­ 
ing Mr. Armstrong’s tour of the world 
with Kalakaua, the feeling is bitter. The 
political situation is a complicated one, 
there being no well-defined party lines, 
owing to the cosmopolitan and unaBBimi- 
lsting nature of our population. One of our 
wealthiest and most influential citizens íb a 
Chinaman, but we are as free from Hiber- 
niau statesmen as we are from snakes A 
division which readily suggests itself from 
the frequency with which the term mis­ 
sionary is applied to CongregationalChurch- 
goers aud their friends, íb that of mission­ 
ary and anti-missionary, but of late years 
the missionaries have lost ground, till now 
they form little more than a clique, while 
the anti-missionaries are a body disin­ 
tegrated by factions, entertaining race and 
national antipathies only equaled by their 
repugnance to missionaries. 
THE MISSIONARY PARTY 
Was a natural outgrowth of the evangelical 
laborB of that class who over fifty years ago 
came here from New England. In those 
days the spiritual and temporal govern, 
ment of the people was substantially the 
same thing. Subsequently people of other 
nationalities, with different and sordid mo­ 
tives, arrived, and of course proved a thorn 
in the side of the missionaries by leading 
their proteges into by and forbidden paths, 
and even menacing their national indepen­ 
dence, at which critical periods the mis­ 
sionaries came to their rescue, and take no 
small credit to themselves for their suc­ 
cessful efforts in preserving Hawaiian au­ 
tonomy. But nowadays the scepter is 
slipping from their hands. While the King 
was an autocrat, and they the keepers of 
his conscience, but little was to be feared 
from any political or politico-religiovs fac­ 
tion. On the whole their rule was wise 
and vastly beneficial, though perhaps a 
trifle narrow and in some instances short­ 
sighted. During those semi-feudal days 
the King’s word was law. The average 
native thinks it should be so still. He 
does not understand a constitutional form 
of government, and as he finds his King 
shorn of all authority he despises him, es­ 
pecially when on praying that his leper 
brother, sister or child may not be sent to 
the leper settlement on Mohokai, and the 
King confesses his inability to help him, 
though maybe very willing to do so. The 
missionaries who were chiefly instrumental 
in bringing Kalakaua to the throne, in op­ 
position to popular will, now thoroughly 
despise him, because of his vices and im­ 
morality, and the Datives at large regard 
him as a usurper, while entertaining a ro­ 
mantic loyalty to the pretender, Queen 
Dowager Emma, a half-caste of some char­ 
acter and ability, traits deplorably lacking 
in Kalakaua. The missionaries show an 
inclination to amalgamate with other 
Americans, and a tendency to thus form 
AN AMERICAN PARTY 
Is growing, watched, however, with jeal- 
oub eye by other foreign nationalities, 
especially by the English, whose notions 
of government being more congenial to 
Germans and French, attract them. The 
Anglican Church is the nucleus of this 
body, with which also the Romish Church, 
though inconsiderable, more readily assimi­ 
lates. Queen Emma is a member of the 
Anglican Church, and almost a devotee in 
zeal. 
She seldom appears in public. 
Though the royal family were brought up 
a3 Congregationalists they attend the 
same church, where unquestionably their 
sympathies lie. As Americans equal in 
number the united forces of England, Ger­ 
many and France, they might hold their 
own but for the loss of native supporters, 
as already intimated. Several reasons may 
be advanced for this loes, chief of which 
has been the greater diplomacy of Great 
BritaiD. Former Hawaiian Kings were in­ 
vited there, and a profound impression 
made upon their adolescent intellects by 
dazzling splendors of court and castle; 
great men-of- wars were ordered to call at 
Honolulu, aud belch their thundering salu­ 
tations amid clond8 of flying bunting ; gen­ 
tlemen of good breeding snd fine presence 
were commissioned to permanently repre­ 
sent the British lion, ami the result is all 
that could be desired England is idealized 
by the native. How does the esse stand 
with the United States ? Poor mission- 
ajp h came here and won the affections of 
the people, it is true, but they were fol­ 
lowed by Americans of a different stamp, 
while American Ministers and Consuls 
sent to represent the nation have been 
only temporary visitors, and often very in­ 
different characters, impressing the people 
with a contempt for them and tbeir coun­ 
try that will be difficult, perhaps impossi­ 
ble, to eradicate. 
A happier selection 
than that of the present Minister, how­ 
ever, could hardly be made. He has done 
much to retrieve lost ground not only 
amODg the natives but Europeans also. 
The Consul is a new man, and labors 
under that disadvantage. 
Such men 
Bhould he the best, and sent to stay. Al­ 
though an overwhelming force of natives 
has been shown to lean toward England as 
against the United States, another and 
comparatively new factor is to lie consid­ 
ered, which materially modifies the situ­ 
ation, but only to complicate affairs, 
though temporarily at least, looking to­ 
ward a union of those nationalities, as well 
as Germans and French. 
IT 19 A FACTION 
Composed of younger natives and half­ 
castes, whose leaders have a smattering of 
elementary English branches with enough 
of law to get their friends and plantation 
hands into trouble, and the native an­ 
tipathy to work. 
Tbeir shibboleth is 
“ Hawaii for the Hawaiians.” These were 
the children over whom the missionaries 
watched so tenderly, teaching them all 
they know and guiding their youthful foot­ 
steps toward the gates of glory. Had men 
of the world never entered here, Hawaii 
wonld have been a paradise, and transla­ 
tion hence the simple gliding from one 
blisBfnl realm to another. Bnt as the na­ 
tive had proved an apt scholar in religious 
forma, so he readily fell into “ ways that 
are dark and tricks that are vain,” the lat­ 
ter proving more congenial. Forgetting 
his debt of gratitude to his teachers and 
friends, he demands that they, including 
foreign property-holders generally, shall 
pay tne piper wbile he dances. He insists 
upon exclusive control of his own affairs, 
though unable to control himself, and 
childishly ignorant that the granting of his 
request would prove his destruction. Did 
he possess the necessary qualifications, and 
have an able, patriotic leader, no reason 
wonld exist for his not governing his own 
country himself. As it is, he has no ata 
bility of character, application nor execu­ 
tive ability, and is ignorant, thoughtless, 
improvident, superstitions, with a ruler 
ready to amend the Constitution and give 
him free whisky, if he in turn will pass a 


bill for a 310,000,000 loan and vote him 
330,000 for a crown and grand coronation, 
his vanity being sadly wounded by the 
fact that he is a crownless King. There is 
every indication that the trade will be 
effected. In taking this ground the native 
arrays himself not only against the mis­ 
sionaries, but against all well-to-do foreign­ 
ers, unaware that in so doing he ia vir­ 
tually 
CUTTING HIS OWN THROAT. 
Should he prove successful, and drive them 
all away by exorbitant taxation, he wonld 
be compelled to return to the nudity, poi 
and raw fish of his fathers, and that would 
be more than death, for many of civiliza­ 
tion’s luxuries have become necessaries to 
him. Bat the Saxon will not yield to any 
such demands, for though in a small mi­ 
nority thejT are very powerful, having the 
brains and money. 
Theirs is the com­ 
merce, the business, the prosperity, and all 
that has made Hawaii what it is. At a 
recent sugar planters’ meeting, where a 
joint Btock company was organized among 
planters of all nationalities, a resolution 
was adopted unanimously declaring for a 
total prohibitory law against liquor impor­ 
tation, which was a movement intended to 
head off a determination among natives to 
repeal the statute forbidding their use of 
liquors. Notwithstanding that mass meet­ 
ings are held, and that Hallenbeck and 
Johnson, the temperance advocates, have 
been sent for from San Francisco, and every 
other effort is being made to save the peo­ 
ple from themselves, it is a foregone con­ 
clusion that the Legislature will pass a bill 
removing the objectionable clause, and the 
King will sign it for reasons already stated. 
He vetoed a like bill passed* by the last 
Legislature, but then he had not traveled 
round the world and come to hunger after 
$10,000,000 and a crown. Time was when 
natives feared taxes. 
Having survived 
that, and having learned that the foreign­ 
ers pay them all, many fain wonld kill 
the goose that lays the golden egg.” The 
Chinese, though outnumbering native 
males, and perhaps the males of all other 
nationalities combined, have not been con­ 
sidered, because, like the Portuguese, they 
thus far have taken little or no part in na­ 
tional affairs, though sooially they are a 
terrible curse.

San F rancisco, May 10th.—The steamer 
Australia arrived this morning from Sydney, 
via Auckland, etc., bringing the following ad­ 
vices : 
W ellington, April 22-i. 
The personnel of the reconstructed Minis­ 
try is as follows: Whittaker, Premier ; At­ 
torney-General, Atkinson ; Treasurer, Rolles- 
ton ; Lands, Immigration and Mines. Bryce ; 
Justice and Education, Johnston; Postmas­ 
ter, Odver (without portfolio). 
Revenue returns: Balance in treasury on 
the 31st of March, 1881, £26,706; ordinary 
revenue the past financial year, £3,299,007; 
land revenue, £505,566; total, £3 831 940, 
being £174,583 over the estimated expendi­ 
ture.The trial of Te Whiti John commences at 
Christ Church on the 5th of June. 
Sydney, April 20th. 
Parkes is expected back on the 26th of 
July. 
Parliament will probably meet in August. 
In response to an invitation of the Protec­ 
tion and Reform League, Berry, ex-Premier 
ef Victoria, addressed a large meeting at 
Sydney on the 16th, defending the policy of 
protection of Victoria, and advocating an 
intercolonial tariff in view of the federation 
of the colonies. 
Sullivan, eldest son of the member for 
Westmeath, died at Newcastle on the 9th, of 
consumption. 
B risbane, April 19th. 
The Government has received information 
of the loss of a boat and crew belonging to 
the laboi schooner Chance off Tanna. It is 
believed she was swamped or the crew cap­ 
tured and massacred by the natives. The 
Government agent had also a narrow escape. 
M elbourne, April 19th. 
There is a case of small-pox in the city—a 
young woman recently from Adelaide. She 
wns sent to quarantine, and all precautions 
taken against a spread of the disease. 
The revenue continues satisfactory in all 
departments. 
The rainfall the present year only reached 
2.50 inches. The effects of the long drought 
are being felt disastrously. 
Watson has been relieved as engineer-in­ 
chief of the railways, retiring on account of 
ill health. 
A successful volunteer encampment was 
held at Easter. 
The war ships Diamond and Espiegle have 
arrived on the station.

Hale it Norcross levies an assessment of 
50 cents. 
The Eureka Consolidated Mining Com­ 
pany have declared a dividend of 50 cents. 
John Evans has been held for robbery. 
Ho is a soldier, and it' is charged knocked 
down, beat and robbed Almendinger, a 
fellow-soldier, on the night of the 8th 
inst., near the Presidio shooting-range, 
A man by the name of Johnston some 
years ago sent his son FTank away, and 
forbade him to come beneath his roof. 
Monday the father called in policemen and 
said a burglar was in the house. They en­ 
tered and found the son Frank, aged about 
IS or 19. The father claims that the house 
has been several times entered and prop, 
erty taken, and believes that his son was 
the burglar.

KITCHEN KNOWLEDGE. 
“ Never too old to lsarn, ’ and here are 
a few of the things we have learned at our 
house : 
That if we wish to prolong our lives, we 
should put one day between washing and 
ironing. 
That tough beefsteak may be made eat­ 
able by mincing it pretty fine with a chop- 
ping-knife, and cookmg quickly in a pot 
with a close cover, to prevent the steam 
from escaping. 
That salt pork will be as nice, nearly as 
fresh, if soaked in sweet milk and water, 
equal parts. 
That clabbered milk ia better thau water 
for freshening salt fish. 
That half a eup of vinegar iu the water 
will make an old fowl cook nearly as 
quickly as a young one, and does not injure a 
the flavor in the least. 
That liver should be thrown into boiling 
water after being Bliced thin, and then 
fried in lard or dripping. 
That pie crust will uot be soggy if it is 
brushed over with the white of an egg be­ 
fore the fruit is put in. 
Zinc can bo brightened by rubbing it 
with kerosene oil, but it is much better to 
have it painted, as this will save much 
labor. 
After you have swept your carpets quite 
clean, you may brighten them with a flan­ 
nel cloth wrung out from beet’s gall aud 
water. 
That a pieco of cork is better than cloth 
for applying brick to knives. 
That ripe cucumbers make a good sweet 
pickle. 
That apples which take a long while to 
bake should have a little water in the pan. 
Stoves blackened when entirely cold will 
keep the clean look a very great deal longer 
than when they are polished when the 
stove is warm. 
White paint may be cleaned as well as 
windows, by using whiting and water, 
while grained woodwork should be wiped 
with a flannel cloth wrung out from cold 
tea.Wash pantry shelves with hot alum and 
•.rattr to tid them of ants, water-bugs and 
other tronblesome insects.

Tho extreme importance of the subject 
has caused the study of tubercle to 
be pursued with unceasing energy for many 
years, yet until the other day it eeemed 
that Science had reached the limits of pos­ 
sible progress, and that those limits had 
been reached without bringing to light 
anything which suggested a remedy for 
the most destructive of all diseases. For 
though the great epidemics appear, by 
reason of their concentration, to be the most 
devastating of all ailments, it is very cer* 
tain that tuberculosis has slain more 
than plague or cholera, ten times over. 
Sir James Clarke, writing upon this sub­ 
ject, has observed that tuberculous diseases 
“ destroy a larger proportion of mankind 
“ than all other chronic diseases taken 
“ together.” 
He estimates that in Eng­ 
land and in the temperate region of Europe 
and America “ tubercular disease of the 
“ lungs causes probably a fifth part of the 
“ m hole mortality, and in some districts, 
“ and even in whole countries, the propor­ 
tio n is much larger.” More recent sta­ 
tistics place 
the annual death rate 
from 
tuberculosis 
throughout 
the 
world at 3,000,000, aud it is therefore cer­ 
tain that few questions can be of inore im­ 
portance to the human race than this. 
Science, however, has not been able to 
penetrate the mystery of the disease. The 
nature and origin of tubercle have indeed 
been examined and discussed in the most 
voluminous way, but without making any 
advances. There have been two schools of 
medical theory' in regard to pulirionary 
phthisis ; the one maintaining the unity 
of the disease, or in other words, holding 
that it is always the result of tubercle ; 
the other contending for its duality, that 
is to say, maintaining that while in some 
cases it is essentially tuberculous, in others 
it may be essentially inflammatory. The 
main point of contention formerly was 
whether the tubercles produced the in­ 
flammatory effects, or the latter produced 
the tubercles. The more recent theory is 
that in most cases tuberculosis and chronic 
inflammation are intimately combined ; 
that it is very difficult to separate them, 
but that the inflammation has a special 
character which largely warrants the opin­ 
ion that it depends upon the presence of 
tubercle. 
Unfortunately none of the investigations 
of any of the schools had until recently 
thrown much light upon the matter. It is 
true that the infectious character of 
tuberculosis had been asserted by sev 
eral students, the first decided advance 
in thia direction having been made by 
Villemin, in 1SC5. Some German scien­ 
tists questioned the possibility of inocula­ 
tion with tubercle, but Cohnheim, who 
at first denied the discovery of Villemin, 
after himself making some careful experi­ 
ments, became a convert to tbe doctrine 
of a specific tuberculous poison, aud 
though it cannot be said that this doctrine 
has been altogether accepted, the tendency 
of medical opinion has certainly been in 
that direction more and more strongly. 
All this inquiry, however, did not explain 
the origin and real nature of tubercle. 
It was perceived to be a cellular struc­ 
ture, having what was assumed to be an 
inherent tendency to undergo a cheesy or 
fibrinous metamorphosis. How these mor­ 
bid growths came, and why, Science, 
however, could not discover, and there­ 
fore all attempts to find a remedy for the 
disease failed. Now, however, comes Dr. 
Koch, a brilliant young physician of Ger­ 
many, and by a long series of careful ex­ 
periments, pushes these investigations a 
step further ; discovers that the tubercle 
cells are inhabited (and caused by) a 
microscopic parasite, and ascertains that 
the parasite and the tubercle can be propa­ 
gated indefinitely by inoculation. 
Professor Tyndall has introduced Dr. 
Koch's experiments to the English public. 
He says that “ the aim of the Berlin phy­ 
sician ha9 been to determine the precise 
“ character of the contagiuin which previ­ 
o u s experiments on inoculation and inha- 
“ lation had proved to be capable of inde- 
“ finite transfer and reproduction. He 
"subjected the diseased organs of a great 
"number of men and animals to misero- 
"scopic examination, and found, in all 
"caseB, the tubercles infested with a min- 
•" ute, rod-shaped parasite, which, by 
“ means of a special dye, he differentiated 
"from the surrounding tissue. It was, he 
"says, iu the highest degree impressive to 
"observe in the center of the tubercle cell 
" the minute organism which had created 
"it. Transferring directly, by inoculation, 
" the tuberculous matter from diseased ani­ 
" mals to healthy ones, be in every in­ 
" stance reproduced the disease. To meet 
"the objection that it was not the parasite 
“ itself, but some virus in which it was 
“ imbedded in tbe diseased organ, that 
"w as the real contagium, he cultivated his 
" bacilli artificially for long periods of time, 
“ and through many successive genera- 
" tions. W ith a speck of matter, forex- 
“ ample, from a tuberculous human being, 
“ he infected a substance prepared, after 
“ much trial, by himself, with a view of 
“ affording nutriment to the parasite. 
“ Here he permitted it to grow and mul- 
“ tiply. 
From this new generation he 
“ took a minute Bam pie, and infected 
“ therewith fresh nutritive matter, thus 
“ producing another brood. 
Generation 
“ after generation of bacilli were developed 
“ in this way without the intervention ef 
“ disease.” The proof of the truth of the 
theory was made at length by inoculating 
healthy animals with the parasites thus 
bred without the aid of disease. In every 
instance the original disease was generated 
by the introduction of the bacilli into the 
system. 
This is conclusive as to the origin of tu­ 
bercle, apparently, but it is too soon to 
Batter ourselves that a cure for consump­ 
tion has been found. The hypothesis upon 
which the hope of a remedy rests, is that 
of inoculation, but it cauuot be said that 
Dr. Koch’s experiments hitherto justify 
the expectation that the bacilli can be ed­ 
ucated into a milder form, as has been done 
in other diseases. The result of his inves­ 
tigations, in fact, is to show that so far as 
he proceeded the virulence of the disease 
was nothing abated by breeding the para­ 
sites for generations artificially. The twen­ 
tieth or the fiftieth generation from the 
genuine tubercular bacilli proved as capa­ 
ble of generating virulent tuberculosis as 
their ancestors, and there was no indica­ 
tion of any amelioration in the character 
of the disease which they produced. In 
the course of his experiments he has estab­ 
lished the infective character of tubercular 
disease in the most positive manner, and 
thus has set at rest one long disputed point. 
The discovery of the tubercle parasite is 
no doubt a most important addition to 
huinau knowledge, for though at the 
moment it does not seem that inoculation 
offers any remedy, the investigations of 
Pasteur into splenic fevers justify a belief 
that the cure will be evolved in due time. 
The two discoveries so closely resemble 
one another indeed as to suggest the possi­ 
bility that a parasitic origin may ulti­ 
mately be established for many other pain­ 
ful and difficult diseases, and that in 
fact Science has reached a point at 
which every step of fresh advance 
may be expected to teem with the most 
precious and revolutionizing discoveries. It 
is evident that the microscope has only 
begun to perform the beneficent work for 
which it is adapted, and that its revela­ 
tions will necessitate the reorganization of 
much of the matter in the standard med­ 
ical text-book*. 


among the poorer Jews of the Danubian 
principalities. W hether Mr. Oliphant has 
succeeded in obtaining from the Porte the 
concessions which were held indispensable 
to the success of his enterprise, we do not 
as yet know. Some time ago, however, he 
was compelled to suspend action because 
of the impracticability of the Sultan’s ad­ 
visers, though what the nature of their 
objections was has not been made public. 
It is by co means improbable that they 
insisted upon being bribed to consent to 
the project, and that the necessary funds 
were not obtainable. It has been under­ 
stood that the wealthy European Jews 
have favored the plan from the first, and 
have promised substantial aid a3 soon as 
the requisite territorial and other conces­ 
sions had been secured. The idea is to 
send to Palestine as many as possible of 
those Asiatic and European-Asiatic Jews 
who have hitherto lived lives of painful 
toil and penury under hostile Governments. 
The Danubian provinces, Asia Minor, 
Russia, Poland and Silesia, can each and 
all furnish a large contingent of this class, 
and they are so badly off where they are 
that almost any change would be for the 
better. It has been calculated that a con­ 
siderable capital will be required to start 
the Palestine colony, but the Jews are 
thrifty and industrious, and can be relied 
on to repay whatever sums are loaned them, 
provided that they are free from govern­ 
mental oppression and extortion. Perhaps 
it may require more than a generation to 
raise the impoverished and oppressed race 
to a level with its more fortunate members 
in Europe, but none who are familiar with 
Jewish history can doubt that if it is ac­ 
corded fair play the projected Palestine 
colony will eventually not only restore the 
country in which it settles to prosperity, 
but at the same time establish the nucleus 
of a community certain sooner or later to 
exert a potential influence upon Eastern 
affairs.

He evidently believes him­ 
self to be in possession of facts which 
warrant him in asserting that corruption 
on the most wholesale scale characterized 
the transactions of the Venezuela Commis­ 
sion. He charges that thia tribunal con­ 
spired with outsiders, and with Venezuelan 
officials, to fabricate claims against Venez­ 
uela, and that the awards made upon these 
false claims were to be divided among the 
conspirators. This is sufficiently explicit 
and specific to constitute the basis for in­ 
quiry, and we do not see how the Govern­ 
ment can possibly afford to ignore the 
charges. Mr. Springer, of course, is per­ 
fectly aware that he is staking his credit 
upon the truth of his statements, and when 
a Congressman feels himself secure enough 
to make such a representation to a Depart­ 
ment of the Government, the latter has 
hut one course, and that is to institute an 
investigation into the affair. Unfortunately 
it is impossible to take high ground by de- 
declaring that the suspicion of corruption 
is absurd. Experience shows that no sus­ 
picions of the kind are absurd. Corrup­ 
tion has become far too common to make 
possible the pooh-poohing of any fresh 
charges of that kind. 
The Venezuela 
award, moreover, has been impugned before, 
and it pioves nothing that the suspected 
parties have not until now been proceeded 
against.

adapted for armories for the companies in the^, 
enlarging to meet the demands for 
city. There are six armories in the building, 
each ab >ut 20x40 feet, one of which will be 
assigned to each company for meeting and 
the storage of uniforms, accouterments, riñes, 
etc. There are also smaller rooms for offi­ 
cers. It is the infection to have a few slight 
repairs made before the companies move into 
the building, which will be done in about 
three or four weeks. Plans will be drawn up 
for the erection of a large drill hall covering 
the vacant portion of the lot. The main 
drill-room wil! bs 80x100 feet in dimensions, 
with an spur 60 feet longer and ÍJ0 feet wide, 
which will give the regiment 160 feet to form 
a line for reviews, dre-s parades, etc. Each 
company’* armory wiil c 'inmunicate with 
the lar^e drill-room, around which there will 
be gailcrirs constructed. A large stage or 
platform will also !>e erected, so that the main 
hail can bo let for concerts, 
conven­ 
tions, fairs, receptions, etc. Entrances to 
this assembly room will bo so constructed 
that the hall can be cleared in a few moments. 
The need of such a building has been long felt 
by tr»e c impautas of the National Guard lo­ 
cated here, their quarters having 
cramped. Regimental and brigade head­ 
quarters wili also be established in the new 
armory, and the accommodations will be so 
ample th»t in all probability another com­ 
pany will be recruited by permission of the 
authorities, and added to the regiment ere a 
great while, as the tendency is, and rightly, 
too, to concentrate the compartas of the Na­ 
tional Guard.

woods are required. The orders received by 
thi* establishment from all parts of the coast, 
extending east as far a* Idaho, Utah and 
Texas, also to British Columbia and the 
Sandwich Islands, all attest this point of ad­ 
vantage, as well as the popularity of work 
furnished. 
In addition to the want of more room for 
manufacturing and storage purposes, Mr. 
Hill also states that since the revival of trade 
in the Eastern and Southern States, the busi­ 
ness of the Eastern houses has been so great 
that orders for finished m&teiials or stock 
were frequently not filled for several months, 
aud in some c.ves not within a year.

greater capacity, both for the work of men 
and machinery, he has provided ample space 
for storing materials imported in their raw 
state, and has prepared to manufacture from 
such materiel*, iu the most approve! 
manner, every cías* of work required in 
his establishment. 
To accomplish this 
au extended amount of machinery had to be 
introduced, the capacity of which is far in 
excess of the ordinary w*nts of a single fac­ 
tory, and he will therefore not only in future 
manufacture the-supplies which he has here­ 
tofore imported from the East, but will also 
supply any aud all orders from the trade gen­ 
erally of the Pacific coast. 
The additions ia buildings which have ju»t 
be n completed consist of a throe story brick 
building in the re»r, and fronting on the alley. 
It Í3 40 by 50 feet in dimensions, with a wing 
upon either side, 20 by GO feet, giving nearly 
1 000 additional square feet of floor. The first 
floor of the new byildiug is occupied with the 
eDgine and boiler, together with band saws, 
circular saw* of various kinds, planers, drills, 
emery wheels, hub boxing machines, shears, 
been ! Peches, etc. The second fl jor is entirely oc­ 
cupied iu the manufacture of wheels and 
gears of all kinds, from the lightest trotting 
rig to the heavies: freight and ore wagons. 
The process by which this work is done, 
especially by the modern machiuery here 
introduced for the first time upon the oast, 
is well worth a visit by any who have a taste 
for and can appreciate perfection in ma­ 
chinery, and a brief description of which 
may be of interest. The materials for hubs 
are placed in lathes, and turned to the re­ 
quired Bhape, at the rate of ten to twelve per 
hour f .T each lathe. They are next placed 
in the mort sing machine, where the mortises 
for the spokes are first bored. By an in­ 
geniously-arranged indicator, which spaces off 
the places for the mortises while the boring 
is in progress, the places for all the spokes 
are bored without the machine being once 
stoppei. Without taking the hub from the 
machine, it is then slid upon a carriage to 
beneath a chisel, and the mortises are cut 
out in the most perfect manner possible and 
in les t time than it takes to tell it. it is also 
done far more perfectly than it could by any 
length of time be done as in former times by 
hand. On the face side of the wheel the 
mortise is cut perpendicular, and on the other 
the necessary wedge-shape is given. 
The spokes are principally shipped from 
the East already turned, to avoid expense of 
freigut. Received in this condition, they are 
first placed upon a sand belt and given a 
finished surface, after which they go to the 
tenoning machine, where any size or form 
is cut to tit the mortise by a single movement 
of a sliding table, end by which process a 
large number per minute are thus finished. 
They are then placed iu another tenoning 
machine, where by a similar operation the 
spoke is cut to the required length and the 
tenon for the felly is made. This part is 
done even more rapidly than is the work of 
the last machine mentioned. 
Next we reach the felly machine, which 
is an entirely new device, recently invented 
in the East, and by use of which felly mate­ 
rials are taken in the rough band form, and 
by being run once through come out planed 
upon all rides in the most perfect manner, and 
f ir truer than they could possibly be mode by 
hand. This is the only machine of this kind 
this eide of the Rocky mountains, and 
accomplishes perfection itself. 
The fel­ 
lies made by it, of any size, are positively 
true and of the same iízj at every point, and 
therefore every spoke hus the same bearing 
and with a perfectly uniform surface for the 
tire. Every carriage and wagon manufact­ 
urer, if not every owner of a vehicle, will at 
once see the great importance wrought by 
this improvement over the former methods. 
The fellies are next bored for the spokes, al?o 
by machinery, and from there they go to the 
rounder machine, by which the inside faca is 
rounded between the spokes, after which they 
are finished off by running over the sand 
belt. The whole process of making the wheel 
occupies but a remarkably short space of 
time, and produces the very finest work and 
stock in the market. 
Another interesting and probably one of 
the greatest labor-saving machines in connec­ 
tion with wagon and carriage building now 
kntWD, is here seen in what is cilled “ The 
Irregular Dresser,” and by use of which wood 
gearing of any kind and c f any class of wood, 
however hard, can be cut almost instantane­ 
ously into any d-.-sired shape, to conform to 
pattern. A pattern is cut out of any soft 
wood, three-fourths of an inch iu thickness, 
and fastened with brads upon tho material to 
bo used for gear or other purpose, and by 
simply running the material through ths 
machine, in which the pattern rests upon a 
guide at the side, it comes out cut and planed 
into the exact form of the pattern. In this 
manner a piece of wagon work, which would 
ordinarily take a good workman several hours 
to make by hand, can be done in a moment’s 
time. It is one of those labor-saving ma­ 
chines which will very naturally be looked 
upon a3 in the interest of capital and antag­ 
onistic to labor. The machine is very small, 
not occupying to exceed two feet square of 
space upon the floor, and is about three feet 
high. 
The third story of the new addition to the 
works i* used for storage and drying of stock. 
Hero all the wheel materiihr not already sea­ 
soned to the uttermost are placed in racks, 
and the exhaust steam from the engine is con­ 
ducted to and throughout the room in large 
pipep, keeping the tenfperature of tho apart­ 
ment at upward* of llK) degrees day and 
night. By thi* means fresh materials c m be 
me st thoroughly seasoned in a very short 
space of time, and stock such as is commonly 
used in manufacturing is still more com­ 
pletely seasoned by this process, thus render­ 
ing the work absolutely free from subsequent 
shrinkage or change. The value of this can­ 
not be overestimated, for it is weli known 
that any, even the slightest, shrinking after 
the carriage work is put together, not only 
defaces the finish, but greatly lessens the 
strength and durability. Mr. llill has there­ 
fore in his additions and improvements not 
only introdueed th& most modern and perfect 
machinery of all kinds known in this line, 
but has also increased hi3 facilities and 
methods iu this regird, to the end of giving 
to his work, if possible, even greater durabil 
ity and perfection than that which iu the 
past has gained for his establishment its 
present high standing among consumers and 
the trade.

. 
While these additions were primarily in­ 
tended to afford greater capacity and facility 
for the manufacture of carriages upon the 
premises, Mr. Hill wili be enabled also to 
furnish to any and all other carriageinakers 
and dealers generally upon the coast first- 
class carriage and wagon woodwork of all 
kinds and descriptions, and which, by reason 
of the advantages referred to, he can produce 
at far lower rates than the same have cost 
him iu Ilia past, and, ad he claims, at prices 
beyond competition. fc>uch advances in the 
industrial forces of the city as is marked by 
this and other imp 'riant improvements in 
progress, and the evidence they furnish of in­ 
creasing prosperity and the enlargement of 
the trade influence of Sacramento, are omens 
of the future, and most wolcome.

A Boy A ccidentally K ills lllm seir. 
G rass V alley , May 16th.—Edwin Stevens, 
aged about 12 years, left home at noon to­ 
day for a hunt. Ho was found about C o’clock 
near here dead. He had evidently slipped 
and fell, discharging his gun with the ab»ve 
result. His dog was sitting on his body when 
found. An inquest will be held to-morrow. 
Murder Trial in Lake County. 
L akeport. May 16th.—The case of Jones, 
the inan who murdered LoDg, near Middle­ 
town. on the 7th instant, was brought up in 
the Superior Court yesterday. He pleaded 
uot guilty, and the trial was set for the 8:h 
of June. All the depositions taken in the 
Jua‘ice’s Court show the act to have been a 
deliberate and cold blooded murder. Long 
was a quiet, peaceable citizen, and generally 
regarded as a thoroughly incffenaive man. 
At the time of the murder he was lying on a 
bed in his own dwelling, when Jones en­ 
tered and took deliberate aim. Jones next 
attempted to kill Mrs. Long, firing twice at 
her, but she evaded both shots. His counsel 
will enter the plea cf insanity, but the popu­ 
lar opinion is that he will hang. 


Fatal R unaw ay A ccident—W eather and 
Crop*. 
Chico, May 16th.— Charles Sherman, of 
the firm cf Sherman k Reynolds, prominent 
farmers of this county, was fatally injured 
by a runaway team belonging to a Chinese 
vegetable peddler, yesterday morning, and 
died of his injuries this afcerucoc.

Another report ia that ODly a portion of 
those on the barge were lost, and that a seri­ 
ous mutiny has broken out among the 800 
Chinese remaining on the steamer, 
(SECOND DISPATCH. 1 
San Francisco, May 16th.—Nothing de­ 
finite is yet obtainable regarding the Alton­ 
ower affair. At the Health Office it is stated 
that two boats were in tow of a launch, when 
one capsized aud about twenty lives were 
lost. Another report brings the loss down to 
six or seven. 
The Chief of Police has ordered a equad of 
officers to tlia ship to assist in maintaining 
order. HÍ3 information is that the Chinese, 
excited by the loss of their countrymen, re­ 
fuse to longer eubmit to any discipline, but 
no report of daDgerous violence is yet re­ 
ceived. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
San Francisco, May 16th.—Further re­ 
ports from the steamer Altonower show 
that all the Chinese upset in the barge were 
saved with oue exception, and taken to the 
pest-houae. Those remaining on board as­ 
saulted the ship’s doctor, who took refuge be­ 
low. The Chinese had control of the ship for 
awhile, but the arrival of the Quarantine 
Officer and a demonstration by the harbor po­ 
lice restored comparative order, though the 
coolies are still in bad humor and refuse to 
allow the doctors to go aaiong them to look 
for infected person*. 
[FOURTH DISPATCH. 1 
San Francisco, May 16th.—At a meeting 
of the Board of Health thi* evening a com­ 
munication was received from Macondray & 
Co., consignees of the British steamer Al­ 
tonower, asking permission to quarantine 
the Chinese now on board the Bteamer at 
Saucelito. The Board decided that they had 
no power to act in the premises. The Board 
also ordered that no more infected passen­ 
gers should be landed from the vessel and 
taken to the hospital, unless the consignee* 
give to the Mayor of San Francisco a gocd 
aud sufficient bond to defray all the ex­ 
penses which may result from a spread of the 
contagion. 
The Ant!-Cliine»c League. 
San Francisco, May 16*-h.— On Monday 
the Executive Committee of the Anti-Chi­ 
nese League held a meeting, and delegated 
power to a number of citizens to meet to­ 
morrow evening in certain districts assigned 
them, for the purpose of organizing branch 
League*. According to this plan branch 
Leagues will be organized in ten wards of the 
city. 
The Money M arket. 
San Francisco, May 16th.—There are no 
changes of interest to note. Money is in 
good supply, and where the collateral is per­ 
fectly acceptable, the borrower has an easy 
time. There ia a good deal of money going 
out on call at 6 per cent, and under. 
We note several real estate loan* at 
6(fl 7 per cent. Exchange is weak and fine 
silver is dull. Wheat borrowers are paying 
up rapidly, and new loans of this character 
are not being made to any great extent. The 
rate for call loan* is 4@6 per cent., and the 
extreme for commercial loans are 7(^10 per 
cent. Mortgage paper is taken by the sav­ 
ings bank* at 7@9 per cent., and the borrower 
relieved of all obligations for taxes to the ex­ 
tent of the lien on his property. Drafts on 
New York sell at par to 5c premium per 
$100; telegrams on do, 5(a 10c per $100; 
London exchange, 49£d for bank bills, and 
49§@49£d for commercial; refined silver, 
ll§t llj per cent, discount; Mexican dollars, 
914@92c apiece, nominal.

San Francisco, May 16th.—To-day, in 
the suit brought by the United States against 
Joseph S. Emery and Nathan W. Spaulding, 
administrators, and Mary Ann Bassett, 
widow of Abner Bassett, a claimant of the 
Rancho San Jose of Sur Chiquito, Judge 
Hoffman rendered a decision confirming the 
grant cf two leagues. 
A number of Democratic local club3 met 
this evening for the purpose of the enroll­ 
ment of members. The meetings were gen­ 
erally well attended. 
Salt Tor D am ages. 
San Francisco, May 16th.—Rose Gardell 
has filed a suit in the United States Circuit 
Court against tho Sacramento Wood Com­ 
pany. The action is to obtain $20,000 dam­ 
ages. The complaint allege* that plaintiff’s 
husband, Louis Gardell, was in tbe employ 
of the defendant, as a stevedore on the 
steamer Varuna, plying on the Sacramento 
river, between San Francisco and Colusa. On 
May 10, 18S0. while the Varuna was on the 
Sacramento river, about six miles from Sac­ 
ramento, a lumber pile fell and knocked plain­ 
tiff’s husband overboard, drowning him, and 
that the accident was due to the carelessness 
of the defendants. 
Duncan*»» B a n k -Deaf li. 
San Francisco, May 16th.— In the oase 
of the Pioneer Land Association, the report 
of the Register came up before Judge Hoff­ 
man thi* morning. A committee appeared 
and aoked that the Court make an order 
granting them money to be used by the cred­ 
itors in employing counsel to criminally pros­ 
ecute Duncan. Judge Hoffman stated that 
he had no such power, and that he knew 
nothing judicially ia that matter, whatever 
his private feelings might be, and ordered 
that all claims for compensation, etc., be re­ 
ferred to the Register. He continued the 
hearing till next Tuesday. 
Thomas Finnerty, at one time foreman of 
Washington Hose Company, of the Volun­ 
teer Fire Deprrtment, ahd also at one time 
Assistant Engineer of that Department, died 
yesterday at his residence of pneumonia.

San Francisco, May 16th.—The Land 
Officer of the Immigration Association has 
just returned from Sau Luis Obispo county. 
He states that he found available homes for 
520 settlers, that the opportunities given to 
settlers are in every way as good as in any 
new conntry, and he anticipates that the 
settlements will soon be filled by desirable 
emigrants. 
Suicide at Sea, 
San Francisco, May 16th.—The brig Con­ 
suelo, which arrived from Honolulu to-day, 
reports that on May 1st a cabin passenger 
m u.el J. F. Clark jumped overboard and 
was drowned. The suicide was 27 years of 
age.
